However, in the east 
end of London, England, little 
evidence could be seen of the 
affluent society of the upper 
class. 


A tent had been erected on a 
disused burial ground in 
Whitechapel, and the Reverend 
William Booth, a young 
Methodist minister with no fixed 
parish, had been asked to 
conduct meetings. Amidst the din 
and roar of the noise coming 
from a nearby public house, 
could be heard the strong, 
sincere, compelling voice of the 
young minister telling of God’s 
love for all mankind. The mob 
listened and responded. Years 
later William Booth said that as 
he saw those masses of people 
without God or hope, he knew he 
had “found” his “destiny.” From 
that conviction, The Salvation 
Army as we know it today, with 
services as Outlined in this report, 
plus many others, reaches out 
with “Heart to God and 

Hand to Man.”

It isn’t always easy for an elderly person or couple to adjust to new surroundings. However, 
sometimes the need arises for them to leave the established homestead and begin again. 


The Salvation Army has eighteen Eventide Homes across Canada. Here a well-trained staff is on 

hand to attend to the needs of the elderly. They are fed nutritional meals and given medical attention. 
Residents are encouraged to become involved in the various activities provided for them — 
woodworking, crafts, birdwatching, ceramics and entertainment. A chapel offers them the 
opportunity for spiritual enrichment. 

The A. R. Goudie Home in Kitchener is home to 70 residents. Plans are presently underway for the 
construction of a new facility. It is hoped that by the fall of 1992 more services will be available to 
the senior citizens of the area.

Grace Haven 


The Salvation Army Grace Haven provides an umbrella of services focusing on pregnancy, the 
preparation for releasing an infant for adoption and on the early stages of parenting. All aspects of 
the program emphasize an holistic approach to services, the importance of mutual respect between all 
persons and the necessity of developing self-responsibility and independence skills. 


The following services are currently provided: 


(1) Residential prenatal and postnatal programs for women needing extra support during pregnancy 
and the early stages of parenting, including Life Skills development, Problem Solving skills 
development, Primary Care support, Christian Education and recreational activities. 


(2) An Education Program, operated in co-operation with the Hamilton Board of Education, for 
pregnant adolescents staffed by two full-time teachers. 


(3) A Health Promotion Clinic, staffed by a public Health Nurse, providing services on a drop-in 
basis to any client associated with the Grace Haven agency. 


(4) The Parenting Skills Development Program, providing parenting support to adolescents, high risk 
parents and parents needing extra support, living in the Community or in the Postnatal 
residential program. This service combines individual visitation with regular group sessions. 


(he Children’s Corner Drop-In Resource Centre and Toy Lending Library provides a

Family Services 


The Salvation Army has always been conscious of the need for a united family. Unfortunately, due to 
different circumstances, many home situations are far from perfect. The Salvation Army Family 
Services endeavour to meet the needs with material assistance and counselling all year round. 


The Christmas and Winter Relief programmes are greatly assisted by donations received from such 
efforts as the “Tree of Hope”, the Annual Letter Appeal and the Christmas Kettles. 


At Christmas time, each family who comes to the Family Services worker receives the makings of a 
full-course Christmas dinner, as well as toys for the children. 


In 1990 schools, companies (e.g. Toyota), volunteer organizations and individuals donated non- 
perishable goods. 


The “Share the Warmth” campaign done by radio station CKOC, MacDonald’s and Cameo Dry 
Cleaners made it possible for us to distribute 4,624 coats and 1,050 more will be given throughout the 
winter. Added to that, Lewiscraft made it possible for warm, knitted goods to be added to the gift. 


In Hamilton, a temporary warehouse has been rented for the storage of food supplies for distribution 
during the year 1991. It is hoped that a larger storage warehouse will soon be located (about 2,400 sq. 
ft. required) to be either leased or purchased. 


League of Mercy 


A hospital, nursing home or senior citizens’ residence can be a very lonely place. Weekly our League 
of Mercy visitor can be found visiting and distributing The War Cry. They share a cheery hello, a 
smile and listening ear. 


Through this service different needs are found and met. It may be writing a letter, doing errands, 
contacting relatives or other little deeds of kindness. It may be a spiritual need, — whatever it is, the 
League of Mercy worker is ready to assist. Many times on-going friendships are formed between the 
visitor and those visited. 


All of these attributes make the League of Mercy one of the Army’s most valuable avenues of service 
in our cities and towns. 


It is through this demanding yet caring department that 
The Salvation Army tries to communicate the love of 
God to those who need and want to begin again. 


The Officers, lay staff and volunteers serve in Provincial 
Courts. Here they are available to speak on behalf of 
the accused and support those who may be appearing in 
court for the first time. They provide contacts with 
lawyers and family, work closely with police, judges and 
other court personnel to meet the needs of the accused. 


One Executive Director reports several incidents that 
illustrate situations. One reads as follows — “A young 
18 year old man from a good home had over 20 charges 
against him for stealing, break and enter and possession 
of stolen property. As a 16 year old, his father had 
kicked him out of the family home because of his willful 
actions. During conversations with him it was apparent 
fia. We family ties were uppermost in his mind and the fact that he had let everyone down really 
bothered him. He was advised to write to his parents and ask their forgiveness and to promise to try 
again to be an integral part of the family. This he did, so after he completes his sentence his parents 
and grandparents will be waiting to welcome him with open arms.” 


Another gentleman phoned to say “Thank you for Caring.” Many times failure seems more evident 
than victory. However, it is this type of response that makes the ministry rewarding. 


Officers become involved with the National Parole Board. Victim Witness programs help those 
witnesses who are fearful of repercussions or are insecure because he or she has been the victim. 
Community Resource Centres are in operation and provide an alternative to imprisoning the young 
offenders. Church Services and Bible Studies are conducted, Christian Literature is distributed and 
the opportunity for correspondence courses is offered. 


Little deeds of kindness are done for the inmates, e.g. sending birthday cards, valentines, etc. as 
requested. Regular visits are made to the prison or centre and counselling is provided to assist the 
inmate in anyway.

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World Services and Missionary Report 


In 1880, The Salvation Army became more confirmed in its obligation to become international. The 
work spread across the West and two years later found its way into India, its first missionary field in 
the East, then on to Ceylon, Africa and so on, until the Army was at work in 91 countries and 
territories. (1988 Statistics) Recently, the doors of service have been re-opened in Liberia, 
Czechoslovakia and Russia. 


Canadian Salvationists have always accepted the challenge of helping others. The Annual Self-Denial 
and the World Services Appeal raises hundreds of dollars a year. This is used to alleviate the 
multiplying needs in Third World countries. 


Projects for 1990 included the following: 


—funding for a Feeding Centre in the Caribbean 

—repairs to Men’s Social Centre and Eventide Home in Sri Lanka 
— training Centre/Hall in Mozambique 

— youth resource materials supplied through South America 

— furnishings for Children’s Homes in Malaysia 

— Ophthalmic Equipment for Hospital in India 

—water supply facilities in Pakistan 

—and others. 


Through a Child Sponsorship Program groups or individuals are enabled to sponsor a child or 
children in an overseas country. Hundreds of children, yearly, are helped to receive a better 
education, better clothing and a happier environment because of this program. 


Men’s Social 


Recently, the Men’s Social Services Department has become known as The Addictions and 
Rehabilitation Department. There is a multiplicity of services involved — The Harbour Light program 
for the alcoholic; Hostels; Industrial Units; Rehabilitation Centres; Women’s Addiction programs; 
Day programs; Detox Units; Mental Health Units; Missing Persons Bureau; Family Thrift Stores. 
Through these services many are helped back to a way of life that was thought impossible to attain 


again. Many of the residents/clients are given work placements and are re-trained to take their places 
back into society. 


Sometimes a good nights sleep, a hot meal and an encouraging word is all one needs, it is found at 
one of the services offered by A.R.D. 


New Canadians Program 


The New Canadians Program is once again running at maximum capacity. The waiting list for 
commencing classes is longer than ever before. This is partly due to the scarcity of employment 
opportunities; therefore more are taking the time to properly learn English. 


The Advanced Level teacher taught an extra course during part of the summer for 5 days per week. 
In the fall, two evenings per week, she taught a T.O.E.F.L. Course (Test of English as a Foreign 
Language). These studies are in preparation for entrance to university. Both were well attended. 
Another evening T.O.E.F.L. Course is being prepared for February 1991. There is a tremendous 
demand for this kind of assistance in mastering the English language. Many of those who took the 
course have now written the exam. 


Much time is spent with individuals at their interviews with Canada Immigration, housing, social and 
other settlement needs. 


In 1990, the program, under our Master Agreement with the Canadian Government, sponsored 50 
individual refugees into Canada. Among these was a Laotian family of 8, including the grandmother. 
They had been in the Refugee Camp for seven years. Now they have commenced taking English at 
our school and others in the family, with the valuable help of Envoy Keosongseng, have found work. 


Suicide Prevention 


This service is a branch of our work handled by The Family Services Department. It is difficult to 
estimate the value of all that is accomplished. Yearly, across Canada, thousands of calls come over 
the Suicide Prevention line. 


We are in touch with people who have drug problems; people depressed because of job loss, a 
sickness or death in the family or other personal problems; a wife has been beaten by a husband; an 
alcoholic calls for a listening ear; a disturbed teenager is seeking advice; many fear the future. The 
caller is offered practical counselling and guidance. If the need arises, a Social Worker or the Police 
Department is contacted. Many times a follow-up visit is made — a life is saved. 


In the city of Hamilton, a lay person has been hired to monitor the Suicide Line which is manned by 
volunteers Monday through Thursday. A cellular phone has been purchased and is activated for use 
at all times including weekends. 


Emergency Services 
It is not the aim of The Salvation Army to duplicate the services of someone else but rather to do the 
thing that needs to be done as quickly as possible. 


Fire, flood, tornado, drought, to name a few, are all disasters that strike without warning. The 
tragedy involved can be devastating. 


It may be supplying clothes, food or furniture; it may be parents in another town or city looking for 
immediate help for a son or daughter — whatever, The Salvation Army, through the years, has 
sought to be available whenever and wherever there is a need. 


Missing Persons 


Who are the missing people? It isn’t difficult, among the teeming millions of this world, to become 
one of this group. The missing person may be one who couldn’t cope anymore, a teenager wanting to 
be on his or her own, an adult running away from responsibility, or someone who “forgot to write.” 


Someone who cares calls the Army for help and a worldwide network of Officers is alerted. The task 
is monumental, however, many of the “lost” are “found” and if he or she so desires is reunited with 
family and friends. If the person “found” requests to remain “lost,” a message is relayed to the seeker 
and the knowledge that all is well with the loved one brings a measure of joy and happiness.

14,244 treats and distributing 140,283 periodicals. 


Persons were reported to the Missing Persons Bureau. 


Calls came to the Suicide Prevention Bureau; 64 follow-up calls were done by the Family 
Services and Police. 


Young people attended Camp Selkirk. 

Senior Citizens reside at the A. R. Goudie Home; total days’ care 28,835. 
Meals were served at the Golden Agers’ Centre; 516 members enrolled. 
Persons were in residence at Community Resource Centres; days’ care 9,098. 


Persons were placed in Salvation Army care; 2,985 visits and assistance given in some way by 
the Correctional Department; 23,841 interviews were done. 


Chapel Services were conducted by the A.R.D. (Men’s Social Department).
